So if there’s to be tax relief, the Adm inis­ 
tratio n and the Co ng ress may at least co nsider 
ho lding do wn the resulting Treasury deficit by 
restricting the tax cuts to the lo wer inco me 
g ro ups. On hig her inco mes the tax rates wo uld 
in that case stay the same as no w. And abo ut

Ano ther pro po sal to help ho ld do wn the 
deficit IS to repeal the .special relief fo r div idends 
in the perso nal inco me tax . which primarily 
affects tho se in the $1 0 .0 (K)plus brackets. 


While relief o nly fo r lo w-inco me families 
wo uldn’t cause much o f a Treasury deficit, it 
also wo uldn t add much to purchasing po wer

I met a man the o ther day . a hrig ht-lo o king ,

head v io lently at the tho ug ht o f a unified serv ifie. 
When I asked him why no t, he said that the I'niled 
.States wo uld nev er stand fo r that. So 1 asked him, 
why no t? At that, he heeame anno y ed. He iwid to 
me. why y es” 1 replied, I did no t kno w why y es 
o r why no t. Did he? 


I read a long document which goes by the name 
of the Rockefeller Report. 
If is an interesting docu­ 
ment. But the question arose in my mind 
what do 
thei-e people actually know about the immediate prob­ 
lem« of defense” How much data was furnished this 
group which is unavailable to other Americans'* What 
data was provided ihi.s group that has been unavailable 
to Congrc.ss which is required to pass on appropriation 
bills'* 


The role of Congre.ss comes into question at this 
pnmt. 
It IS Congress which ha.s to provide for the 
defen.se of the country and it is Congress which finally 
decides the character of our defense at any rate 
through the appropriations to various agencies 
With­ 
out Congressional appropriations, the various services 
can have no funds at ail. But how much ex act infor­ 
mation. ex act and precise and up-to-date information, 
docs Congress have” 


Are hearings the best way to adduce information? 
When one reads the transcripts of such hearings, they 
seem so wasteful of time and thought. 
For instance. 
General Jam es H. Doolittle, testify ing before the Sen­ 
ate Preparedness Investigating Subcommittee, m ade 
this statement 


‘ 1 believe the third rea.son she (Russia» is ahead 
us bix ause she is sacrificing more than we are. She 
has a true arm s economy . 
We have, I am afraid, 
something of a butter economy . 


“ Economists estimate that 
about one-fourth 
of 
Rus.« ia's gross national product goes into her military .

•HTcix Relief For 
Low Incomes Only? 


If a family gets tax relief amounting to $200 
a year, say, and then has to pay $200 a year 
more to buy the same goods and services as now, 
how is its purchasing power increased1’ Yet that 
or something like that is going to happen if a 
sizeable tax reduction 
results in 
a sizeable 
Treasury deficit which in turn results in a size­ 
able price inflation. 
So if there s to be tax relief, the Adminis­ 
tration and the Congress may at least consider 
holding down the resulting Treasury deficit by 
restricting the tax cuts to the lower income 
groups. On higher incomes the tax rates would 
in that case stay the same as now. And about 
half of the yield to the Treasury from the per­ 
sonal income tax comes from incomes of $8,000 
or over (about three-fourths from incomes of 
$5,000 or over). 
Giving some tax relief to low incomes, none 
to high ones would not be unprecedented. Take 
for instance the years 1921. 1922. and 1923. when 
the normal tax was kept separate from the 
surtaxes. 
In those three years married couples got a 
$500 increase in personal exemption, but only 
if their taxable income was under $5,000. From 
married couples with incomes over $5,000, as 
from single taxpayers, this form of tax relief 
was withheld. 
Another proposal to help hold down the 
deficit is to repeal the special relief for dividends 
in the personal income tax. which primarily 
affects those in the $10.000-plus brackets. 
While relief only for low-income families 
wouldn't cause much of a Treasury deficit, it 
also wouldn't add much to purchasing power 
But it would be welcomed by thousands of 
families.

Military Reorganization 


There are nome things most of us cannot do. For 
instance, I don t know how to design a dress like Dior, 
paint a picture like Winston Churchill, play the fiddle 
tike Zmo Francescatti. Also, I could not reorganize 
the military of the United States. 
Admitting these limitations, what should the role 
of citizens of a free country, engaged in war. be con­ 
cerning the necessary reorganization in tho Pentagon’ 
Constitutionally, the answer is simple—over simple. We 
are the bosses; we have the votes we can do as we 
please. We can bring every kind of pressure on Con­ 
gress to reorganize the military according to our col­ 
lective theories. 


But do we know what we are talking about? 
I met a man the other day, a bright-looking, 
obviously successful businessman woo "hook his 
head violently al the thought of a unified service. 
When I asked him why not, he said that the I nited 
States would never stand for that. No I asked him, 
why not? At lh.it, he became annnved. He wvid to 
me, why yes’ I replied. I did not know why yes 
or why not. Hid he? 


I read a long document which goes by the name 
of the Rockefeller Report. It is an interesting docu­ 
ment. Rut the question arose in my mind: what do 
theist people actually know about the immediate prob­ 
lem* of defense? How much data was furnished this 
group which is unavailable to other Americans’ What 
data was provided this group that has been unavailable 
lo Congress which is required to pass on appropriation 
bills’ 


The role of Congress comes into question at this 
point. It is Congress which has to provide (or the 
defense of the country and it is Congress which finally 
decides the character of our defense at any rate 
through the appropriations to various agencies 
With­ 
out Congressional appropriations, the various services 
can have no funds at all. But how much exact infor­ 
mation. exact and precise and up-to-date information, 
does Congress have’ 


Are hearings the best way to adduce information? 
When one reads the transcripts of such hearings, they 
seem so wasteful of time and thought. For instance, 
General James H. Doolittle, testifying before the Sen­ 
ate Preparedness Investigating Subcommittee, made 
this statement 


“ I believe the third reason she <Russiat is ahead 
us because she is sacrificing more than we are. She 
has a true arms economy. 
We have, I am afraid, 
something of a butter economy. 


‘•Economists estimate that about one-fourth of 
Russia s gross national product goes into her military. 
In our case it is about 81 * per cent, or roughly one- 
third as much relatively.” 


In my copy. some previous reader of the transcript 
sharply underlined the contrast between an "arms 
economy and a butter economy.” presumably for a 
headline. But what does it mean in precise terms’ 
Does General Doolittle really wish to advocate that to 
achieve a more perfect defense organization, the 
I nited States give up its political and social institutions 
which developed our high standard of life’ Perhaps 
war or the preparation for war will become so costly 
that it will destroy the characteristics of our civiliza­ 
tion and reduce us to the condition of Uzbeks. 


I have read all the testimony given before this 


committee. 
Some of it is intensely significant; 


much of it is oratory. For instance, this colloquy 
did not impress me: 


I 
Mr. Weisl. Can you give the committee any sug­ 
ars, inns or any advice as to how they can he helpful 
in seeing that they do get enough’ 
General Doolittle. Well, this committee i.s doing 
in my mind. the mast important job right now that can 
be done, and that is, assisting in the alerting of the 
American public to the threat that we face, and I 
ain quite sure that an alerted American public will 
react properly and will support the legislation and the 
Administration in the things that they have to have 
and they have to do.” 
Alert the people to what’ What are the people to 
do. lav more taxes in a period of receding income’ 
Then one asks the question as to why the military are 
so wasteful; as to why it has been impassible to get 
the military to agree to a unified, standardized inven­ 
tory so that the three services do not compete against 
each other for canned hamburger and shoes for 
soldiers and sailors’

While even a comprehen­ 
sive system of inspection wouldn t 
be cheat-proof, the risks subse­ 
quent to any evasion under such 
a setup would, in the opinion of 
the American government, be so 
great that the Soviets wouldn t 
dare to violate it. The fact is 
the Soviets know this, and it is 
probably the real reason why 
they are opposed to any effective 
system of international inspec­ 
tion.

Armour. Cudahy all up three. 
Food F'air up eight. 
Answ er I A—Its part of the 
same answer, but if you look at 
the financial statements of these 
companies on file at the Securi­ 
ties and F!xchange Commission 
you can understand why their 
stocks stand firm and how they 
are making money while both the 
housewife and the farmer suffer. 
Safeway Stores' profits under 
FJsenhower and Benson increased 
240 per cent 
between 
1952-56. 
Food 
Fair 
Stores 
during 
the 
same period went up 90 per cent; 
Super-Valu Stores 
up 
172 per 
cent. 
The meat packers also fared 
well. Cudahy profits went up 186 
per cent under Ike; Wilson and 
Company went up 111 per cent; 
Armour up 105 per cent. The only 
meat firm which went down was 
Swift and Company, which made 
$21.698 000 in 1952 under Truman 
and $13,462 OOO 
in 
1956 under 
Eisenhower. 
The big dairy firms did all 
right too. Borden's profits went 
up 33 per cent under Ike; Nation­ 
al Dairy Products went up 50 
per cent, while Beatrice Foods 
went up 83 per cent. 
The big cereal companies didn t 
do badly either. Quaker Oats, 
whose executives are heavy con­ 
tributors 
to 
Fjsenhnwer, 
saw 
their profits go up 89 per cent. 
Corn 
Products went up SI per 
cent; 
General Mills up 
28 per 
cent; 
National Starch 
182 per 


cent, and Fairmont F'oods up 210 
per cent. 
Answer No. 2—What s the rea­ 
son for these tremendous profits? 
Part of it is failure to enforce 
the antitrust laws. With the vir­ 
tual disappearance of the corner 
grocery store and with retailers 
more and more dependent on tho 
giants of the food business, the 
only protection of the housewife 
is enforcement of the anti-mono­ 
poly laws. 
However, the .Justice Depart­ 
ment's Antitrust Division nas be­ 
come a political instrument, as 
recently shown by Congressman 
Ceiler * investigation of the tele­ 
phone company. And. Secretary 
Benson, who is supposed to en­ 
force 
the 
antimonopoly 
laws 
against the meat industry, has 
as one of his best friends Aled 
Davies, lobbyist for the Ameri­ 
can Meat Institute Davies is now 
trying to block the O'Mahoney 
bill which would transfer the en­ 
forcement of the monopoly laws 
regarding the meat packers away 
from Benson and put them with 
the F'ederal Trade Commission. 
Answer No. 3—is the manner 
in which Secretary Benson has 
taken representatives of the big 
meat packers, the big dairy com­ 
panies. the big processors into his 
Agriculture 
Department 
and 
made them, not (he farmers, the 
thief beneficiaries of his admin­ 
istration. 
This 
is

When did Christ die’ 
The answer is in perpetual dis­ 
pute. 
No one knows. 
How­ 
ever. in the 1900 years since His 
death, the great scholars of each 
century have 
added 
hits and 
pieces to our knowledge of The 
Messiah. 
These 
are 
clues — 
nothing 
more. 
However, 
the 
clues point in one direction and 
it i.s possible, by equating them, 
to arrive at certain conclusions 
about the date of Christ s birth, 
and also, of Hts death. 
For example, there are certain 
provable historical facts in the 
Bible. 
We can fix the reign of 
King Herod, who administered 
the affairs of a large part of 
Palestine when Jesus was born. 
We can also fix the reign of 
Tiberius Ceasar. who ruled the 
kr mn world, including Judea, in 
the time of Christ. 
Tiberius appointed P o n tiu s 
Pilate as Procurator of Palestine. 
Historians 
can 
almost—though 
not quite—fix the exact date. 
Pilate's wife was known to have 
great political influence in Rome; 
in fact, she was one of the few 
v Ives permitted to live with her 
husband in a province. 
The 
Bible tells us that she warned 
her husband to have "nothing to 
do with this just man.” 
Pope Gregory, centuries later, 
assignee! a monk named Dionysius 
to devise a calendar and ordered 
him to fix the date 
Christ s 
birth as the year one. Anno 
Domini. 
Our troubles in fixing 
the birth of Christ come from 
a mathematical eror committed 
bv Dionysius. 
The year which 
he duhbed I A D. i.s now thought 
to be the 6th year in the life of 
Jesus. 
How the monk made the 
mistake, no m n knows, but it 
has upset 
Biblical calculations 
ever since. 
When the Magi came to Judea 
to worship the infant Messiah, 
they said that they had seen a 
height star in the east and had 
followed it. 
They told this to 
Herod, an insane king 
Astro­ 
nomers of today calculate that, 
in the year 748 A U C. of the 
Roman Calendar, or the year 6 
BU 
in our calendar, there was 
a remarkable conjunction of the 
planets Jupiter and Saturn and 
Mars, which appeared to be fused 
together into one gigantic star 
in the constellation Pisces. 
This 
occurs every 800 years 
It is a provable 
fact 
that 
Herod, hoping 
to destroy the 
Messiah, ordered a slaughter of 
ail male Jewish babies up to the 
age of two. 
This occurred in the year 4 


B C. and leads us to believe that 


Jesus was born when th# giant 
star appeared in 6 B C. 
This 
would 
also 
account 
for 
why 
Herod wanted all male babies 
killed "up to th# age of 2.” 
Also. Jesus was about two years 
of age when His mother and 
Joseph took Him to F3gvpt. This 
explains 
why 
Jesus 
was 
not 
among the infants killed. 
Another clue is contained in 
the gospel of St Luke, where he 
mentions the fifteenth year of the 
reign of Tiberius 'which is easily 
computed1 
and 
the 
fact 
that 
Jesus was "about thirty years 
ol 
The Aramaic words "about 
thirty years old” can also b# 
translated as "in the thirties ” 
This was when Christ was in His 
public ministry. 
The death of the Messiah car­ 
ries its own historical clues. The 
date to be sought must be the 
eve of the Passover 'the I4th 
day 
of 
the month 
of 
Nisan, 
according to the Jewish calendar! 
and this feast must fall on a 
Friday. 
If Jesus was a man 
"rn his thirties.” then the prob­ 
able date of His death is April 
HU., A D. 30. because that parti­ 
cular Passover began on a Sab­ 
bath (Friday) and because, later 
ii 
the same century. Josephus. 
a renegade Jew, in writing about 
the fall of Jerusalem, in A D. 
70. mentions that the city was 
split 
by 
an 
earthquake forty 
years earlier. 
The earthquake, according to 
the Bible, occurred at 3 p. rn. on 
(-ood F'ridav. as Jesus Christ 
willed Himself to die on the 
cross. 
This earthquake is also 
reputed to have rent the veil of 
the great temple 
F'xcavators 
have found that the Jerusalem 
oi Christ s time lies about 20 
feet below the rubble of present- 
day Jerusalem. 
When I was there, two years 
ago. the archeologists said that 
split rocks have been unearthed, 
and that these splits ran from 
northwest to southeast. 
If this 
is 
true, 
then 
the 
earthquake 
moved from Calvary, the site of 
the crucifixion, directly to the 
great temple, which lay to the 
southeast. 
These things are deducible. If 
they are correct (and the ma­ 
jority of Roman Catholic and 
Protestant archeologist* in Jeru­ 
salem subscribe to them* then 
Jesus was born in the winter 
solstice of RC. 6 'the week of 
Dec. 21st» and died on April 6th, 
A D. 30. 
He was 34 years and 
3 months of age.

57 Jury Trials 
Set For Hearing 
In April Term 


Some 57 civil jury trials are 
scheduled to be heard during the 
April term of Allegany County 
Circuit Court according to a cal­ 
endar of trials signed yesterday 
by Chief Judge Morgan C. Har­ 
ris. 
Sixteen of the cases involve 
condemnation cases in which the 
State Roads Commission is seek­ 
ing land for necessary improve­ 
ment work to highways in the 
county area. 
The first of the jury trials is 
scheduled to be heard on April 28 
and the concluding trial is set for 
July 15. This will be the first 
term of court in which all the 
cases will be heard by one judge. 
Heretofore the cases were di­ 
vided between recently retired 
Chief Judge George Henderson 
and Judge Harris. Quite a few' of 
the cases usually are settled out 
of court.
